supplied with small American Hags 
to wave when their feelings reached 
a pitch that compelled an exlraordln- 
ary demonstration. 


Although tho decorations In tho 


auditorium wero elaborate, the street 


lecoratlons were even moro pictur- 
esque, and the Illumination 
scheme 


was tho most brilliant Denver ever at- 
tempted. 


Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth 
nnd 
Seven- 


teenth 
streets, three of the 
main 


thoroughfares In tlio city, wero rove- 
latlons In color. 
On Fifteenth and 


Sixteenth streets there are olght Iron 
ornamental electric poles to a block, 
four on each side of tho .street. On 
these streets the poles wero draped 
with red, white and blue 
bunting. 


Wires were stretched across the street 
from those poles and from each wlro 
two American flags were suspended. 
The flags hung over th* street and 
were "weighted" to prevent them from 
becoming tangled and torn by tho wind. 


On Seventeenth street tho scheme 


was the same, except there wero only 
six poles to each block, two at each 
corner and two at each alley. 


At each crossing two wires wero 


Btrung diagonally across the Intersec- 
tion from which red. white nnd blun 
incandescent lights hung.

bunting and flags. Elaborate and cost- 
ly electric display 
signs had 
been 


put In placo on the buildings, and at 
night Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
tcenth streets were a blazo of light. 


Klectrlc display signs are ono of 


Hie main features of business life In 
Denver. Kvery merchant hna an elec- 
tric sign, nnd as all of the streets that 
cross tho three thoroughfares do- 
scribed are live business streets, tho 
committee on Illumination did not find 
It necessary'to add much In tho way 
of light to theso avenuna of trade. 
However, the business houses were 
handsomely decorated with bunting 
nnd flags, so tho entire business sec- 
tion of Denver was a mass of color 
•when the big convention opened. 


The people of Denver, In addition to 


decorating tholr city nnd providing a 
beautiful and commodious auditorium 
for the Democratic national conven- 
tion, seemed determined to convince 
every visitor that true western hos- 
pitality Is not a thing of tho past In 
this city.

Are Paralyzed with Terror and Throw 


Down Loads, Refusing to Move— 


German Party Experiences 


Remarkable Disaster. 


Herlln.—A remarkable disaster has 


overtaken tho exploring expedition of 
Duke Adolf Frledrlch of Mecklenburg 
In the volcanic region In tho extreme 
northwestern corner of German East 
Africa; 


In tlm crater of Branca, ono of the 


lower mountains, the party was over- 
whelmed by a terrible snowstorm, and 
20 of 
tho black 
contingent—nearly 


half of tho expedition—were frozen to 
death about 90 miles south of 
tho 


equator. 


The particulars of tho tragedy have 


como In a letter written by E. Klraeh- 
Bteln, geologist of the expedition, nnd 
printed In the DeutBch-OstafrlkanlscliH 
Xeltung. 
Tho report has tho olllclal 


Indorsement of Duke Adolf Frledrlch. 


Tho expedition was organized 
to 


make a study of the largest era of ac- 
tive volcanic phenomena 
In Africa, 


and early reports said the progress 
had been most favorable. The report 
of this terrible reverse, which Is dated 
March C, Is as follows: 


"On February 27 we completed our 


work on tho Karlsslnhy volcano. Tho 
scientific results have ,boen rich nnd 
Important. 
Our 
headquarters 
have 


boon on the edge of Itranca crater nnd 
we broko camp to return to tho foot 
of tho mountains. We decided to de- 
scend Into the crater nnd cross It. In 
the crater Is a shallow swamp which 
Is easily forded, and Into this swamp 
wo made our way and went rapidly 
along until moro than half across to 
tho further crater edge.

In vain I 


urged my men to hasten. I know to 
bo long In tho Ice cold water would bo 
death to us all. 


"We could Just see tho trcen stand- 


ing on the crater edge whero wo wero 
going. I knew If wo could reach them 
wo could build a (Ire and 
navo 
our 


men, who knew nothing of such cold 
and snow. But the carriers simply 
were paralyzed 
with terror. 
They 


stopped In their tracks, throw down 
their loads and would not budgo. All 
my pleadings, commands and threats 
wore thrown away. 


'"Wo shall all die,' they 
kept 


screaming In chorua. 


"It was a terrible moment, and wo 


wero at our wits' end. At last a few 
men snld they would go with us and 
wo took thorn and my two Askarls 
(caravan leaders) and started for tho 
trees, shouting to the others to follow. 
Not a man who was left behind camo 
after 
us. At 
length, through 
tho 


ktorm nnd cold water, wo reached the 
crater wall and struggled up to the 
trees. 


"Soon wo had kindled a blazing fire, 


and left the porters who had come 
with us to keep tho llro going. The 
rest of us then wont back Into tho 
crater to rescue whom wo could. Near- 
ly nil the men wero speechless, and 
none of them was ablo to move when 
we reached them. 


"Wo carried two or three at a time 


—a man between two rescuers—and 
It was terrible 
work 
crossing 
tho 


swamp, worn out as wo wore with tho 
excitement, 
fatigue and 
cold. 
Wo 


thought nothing of our collections, if 
we could only save our men. In tho 
course of two hours wo brought 
a 


number of them to tho fire, but at last 
wo could do no more, even to save 
life. 


"Next morning dawned 
clear and 


beautiful. 
At the tlrst dawn of day 


we went down Into the crater again, 
jnaklng our way to tho poor fellows 
who had perished. Wo didn't expect 
to find ono of them alive, nnd great 
was my surprise when wo saw signs 
of life In my Mnyampara Sellra. Ho 
Is now In a fair way to live. All tlie 
others—20 In number—wore dead."

In thoso days he was known as "Ills Hill" and

Tho habit of hard work was already his. It was his 


when ho went to Washington as solicitor general, dur- 
Ing Harrison's administration. It may have been th a 
habit of hard work which drew to him tho frlond«hlp 
of another strenuous and energetic official, Civil Service 
Commissioner Uoosevelt. 
Tho friendship formed at 


that time hns strengthened with tho passing of tho 
years and to-day no man. burring, perhaps Charles P. 
Taft. IB more eagerly enthusiastic for tho success of 
"Dig Rill" than Theodore Roosevelt.

The foregoing conversation is vurbally a correct 


transcript between an appointed to a city office and 
a political acquaintance, the well-known and almost 
"(llnbaned" attorney, tho lion, William "Sklphls- 
name." It occurred Just as written down, and Is 
merely given to Illustrate tho general Idea prev« 
nlent among the crooked, the crafty and the un- 
scrupulous that public olllco was a private "snap." 


The salary was supposed to bo merely expense 


money for being In the political game; tho real 
"money" \\as to bo gotten out of "side deals," 
schemes where the nlllclal was to use his Influence 
nnd his opportunities to get Into "muuetlilng good," 
whereby for favors either directly or Indirectly 
granted he got what la known sometimes as his 
"rake-ofi'." or his "bit." 


If he was In n position where contracts were to 


be let "to the lowest bidder" It was big business, 
If a "grafter," to see that his "man" wan the low- 
est bidder, or to have a "combination" among tho 
bidders so that the contracts would be divided 
among two or three favored firms or Individuals; 
or to work In some one as sub-contractor, or In 
various ways "get a finger In tho pie," so that ho 
could "liolp up" somebody for "a divvy." Where 
individual officials had the entire control of their 
offices, their opportunities for "graft" were, of 
course, extensive; where ofllcinls were co-associated 
in city work, there had to be either a complete and 
general understanding as to "crooked work," or 
there might be underhand work by one or two 
men which wax hidden from the rest. 


The public had weird and unique Ideas about 


"graft." 
The fact that "grafting" was carried on 


in city hall and city departments to a greater or 
K-KH extent during every political administration 
was a fact that was undeniable. Sometimes an ad- 
ministration was especially corrupt; sometimes the 
administration was headed by a man who was oven 
by his bitterest enemies acknowledged to be strict- 
ly honest. 
Hut an no one man could oversee th» 


Ins and outs of every department In the city, thero 
was bound to be somo "graftIng." however petty, 
somewhere In the various offices or departments. 


Hut the public generally seemed to be of the opin- 


ion that the Instant a man was appointed or elect- 
ed to ofllce his entire nature changed. The people 
Imagined, apparently, that n business man whoso 
integrity, through many years, had never been 
questioned became "crooked" the Instant hu took 
the oath of "tiler. And because of this, the moat 
Insulting and llbelous statements were being ban- 
died back and forth by Irresponsible parties, con- 
cerning men who were honestly and conscientiously 
doing their duty in public olflces. 


Citizens who appropriated without any legal right 


the sidewalks in front of their stores for shipping 
purposes—men who would follow an alderman for 
•weeks In order to get a bay-window put In a down- 
town shop contrary to the ordinance!*, people who 
hung about th« city hall from dawn to twilight try- 
ing to get a railroad pass, would enter a public 
olllco with the air of Daniel going down the olcvu* 
jor Into the lions' den. And if a question wan asked 
them when tliey stated their business, they always 
imagined It had n hint of graft In It. Well, now, 
let mo tell you: These folks that are always scent- 
Ing "graft" In every public olilce ami ofllcer—Iheno 
"Holy Willies" that assume such an "unco guld" 
nlr. they are often the people that will boar watch- 
Ing themselves. 


The fact of the matter was that that real "graft" 


wan handled by men who worked It so that nearly 
always It was entirely legal. In the strict letter 
of the law. A measley five or ten-dollar bill handed 
here and there for some favor was n mere bagatelle. 
And as for "graft" In politics, the legislatures of tho 
various Htutes are as mighty universities to kin- 
dergartens compared to city administrations. As 
for the United States senate—but that Is tho "king 
row" on th« political checker-board, and not a mat- 
ter for comment In this article. 


Money is the cheapest nnd least dangerous form 


of "graft." 1 mean money that buys favors; bribes, 
in a word. Hlg "graft" concerns Itself with "shares." 
"stock," "Interests"—things that cannot bo traced 
so easily to corrupt sources. Hlg grafters are afraid 
of cold cash. They want something that can bo 


any friends. 
In the first 


place, ho had not stolen 
enough so as to lay away 
anything 
for high-priced 


lawyers, 
BO ho 
could 


neither pose as a martyr, 
nor go Into court and make 
a fight. Usually ho "lost 
his Job for quite a while," 
his petty peculations were 
laughed at, and hu found 
himself In tho street, an 
object of contempt 
and 


Jeers. 
Dut when a man 


had 
gotten 
away 
with 


forty or fifty thousand dol- 
lars, It was an entirely 
different proposition. 
Ho 


could then put up a good, 
stiff "bluff." In the first 
place, It waa "up to him" 
to pooh-pooh all rumors or 
assertions which had been 
made against 
his office. 


Next, to explain that all 
this 
talk 
about 
"graft"

O'Jtourko, of tlio Clynier street sta- 
tlon, Wllllamsburg, saw u nude figure 
dancing In the moonlight on tho Hide 
walk at Throop avenue, at about three 
o'clock tho other morning, he rubbed 
Ms eyes to maka sure ho hadn't acci- 
dentally fallen Into a nap, Then ho 
advanced on the llRiire and found It 
was an old man. bearded, and with n 
dignified expression, gravely skipping 
and pirouetting with his shadow for a 
partner, 


"What are you doing here?" asked 


tho policeman. "Are you cruzy?" Uut 
tho weird figure mtdo no reply and 
kopt on caracoling and bowing with 
evident pleasure. Then the policeman 


I 


manipulated no that the ugly word "mon- 
ey" can be eliminated In ctine of an ex- 
posure. Cash In a hard commodity to "Juggl"." 
but shares and stocks can bo better explained 
to n Jury. So only the Ignorant or most brazen 
of tho big "grafters" go a'.'ter the money in tho 
form of U. S. bank hills, Records are telltales: 
and money taken wrongfully and unaccounted for 
often returns to plague the hypothecator with a 
penitentiary sentence. 


Another thing that neems to be overlooked Is 


that legislation will not cure "grafting." 
True. 


It can and does punish thn Individual; but noth- 
ing but an aroused spirit of higher citizenship will 
effect a general cure of tho evil. 
If you want to 


know how many people In your city and county 
are out after "something for nothing" get into a 
political position which cither actually gives you 
chances for bestowing favors, or apparently offers 
the opportunity. Ninety-five per cent, of the peo- 
ple who call on you como for tho purpose of hav- 
ing you do them some Invor, either for them- 
selves or others; and they are not at all particu- 
lar about how the favor Is done, so that It bo 
done. Kor myself. 1 know I was bombarded day 
and night after 1 got Into olllco with requests that 
ranged all the way from the Impudent to the Ig- 
norant. 
KoqucstH to all1; In the way of evading 


or Ignoring city ordinances were matters of dally 
occurrence. 
And tho charming thing about it 


was that'the parties assumed that this was a mat- 
ter of course In the routine business of tho city 
hall. It was not merely "what's the constitution 
between friends?" but "what's honesty between 
acquaintances?" 


"Skate" No. 1 would Introduce "Skate" No. 2. 


and the latter would unfold a scheme to "pull 
off" 
something In •somo other department of tho 


city hall, which was not only against all canons 
of decency as regarded common honesty, but no 
ridiculously apparent that no one but an Ignoram- 
us would concoct such n plan. Now these things 
happened HO often that If you got mad at each 
occurrence you would bo In a Htuto of seml-apo- 
plexy half the time. The only thing to do was to 
cut the Interview short by Maying "1 haven't any- 
thing to do with that department; If you havo 
any business with that end of the city go there 
yourself." 


Hut when you come to .pin down any great 


amount of "graft" In most of tho city administra- 
tions' offices you failed, from the simple reason 
that thero was comparatively little of it, Was It 
because greater publicity and greater vigilance 
wan bnlng had through a hostile press and a 
watchful opposite party? Or was It because on 
Improvement wan being made In the character of 
tho men elected and appointed? Or waa It both? 
At any rate, there was a steady advance for the 
better during tho cycle of at least eight years of 
my experience In politics. -Given an able and 
vigilant man at tho hc&d of a city's affairs, and 
"graft" will bo reduced to a minimum during his 
term of olilce. Given any other kind of a man, 
and once more "graft" will lift Us hydra head. 
It Is a curious thing about manifestation, that tho 
tendency to make "a little on the .side" seems to 
be apparent In all administrations, hut Is either 
dormant or active aii tho man at tho helm la 
either alert or Inattentive. Like yellow fever In 
Cuba, It IB always preaent. oven If only one case 
of it. 


The cheap "grafter," when found out, never had 


was the work of political enemies or "a dis- 
charged employe seeking revenge." A very fine 
article of "rosy talk" was usually Indulged In by 
u "grafter" who "was on the run." 


Then, when ho was finally Indicted, his lawyers 


would consent to toll what un outrage It was that 
their client should be so persecuted. All criminal 
proceedings which week to bring a "grafter" to 
"book" are known by his lawyers as "man-hunts." 
Tho big "grafter's" friends Hock to tho court- 
room, and quite frequently tho utmost courtesy 
Is extended to him by officials high up in* Jail 
circles; especially If ho be of the same party an 
the jail odlclals. If ho happens to be on tho other 
side of tho political fence, these courtesies are 
omitted. 


After a big "grafter',' Is convicted there Is tho 


usual appeal to the higher courts and a lot of 
xldrmlbhlng to keep him out of the penitentiary, 
but ho gets there Junt the same. 
Ho may, after 


serving a year of his sentence, become ao 111 
that hu will havo to be pardoned. 
If he has re- 


turned purt of the money lie stole, this Is n chance 
not to be overlooked. Hut if ho Is "stiff-necked" 
nud Insists on hanging on to what he got. the 
chances are not so favorable. Only a ridiculously 
Hinall percentage of tho, big "grafters" have been 
punished. Somo of the biggest of them all havo 
absorbed their graft legally, But It was "graft," 
uovcrthelesB. On many, the statute of limitations 
has "run." nnd prosecution made Impossible. But 
It Is cheering to relate that "grafting" Is not quite 
so fashionable as It used to bo by reason of theso 
prosecutions; and much as the "reformer" has 
been hold up to ridicule, it has been the reformer 
and tli« reform organizations that 
have 
made 


"grafting," If not unpopular, at least dangerous. 


Potty "grafting" can never bo wholly stamped 


out. 
an It can be handed around by means of 


presents, privileges, etc,, In such a way flint It 
cannot bo traced HO ns to provide 
ground for 


criminal prosecutions. 


Tho technical term "graft," while peculiarly 


applied to politics, Is not confined to that sphere 
only. UiiBlness, banking and railroad circles have 
the disease. 
In 
city administrations tho spot 


where It IB liable to make most Insidlotta headway 
Is in city councils. Thero It may bo found either 
indirectly or directly apparent. And It Is there, 
after all, that It Is most dangerous, because affect- 
ing an entire city. If a public olllclal steals from 
his olilce. It Is not such a direct Injury to the 
public man as the man who "sells out" to jam a 
franchise through a council. 


And so, in tho last analysis, the eyes of tho re- 


formers and tho citizens should ho fixed steadily 
on city councils. The best candidates for alder- 
men are none too good; tho salary should bo 
such that a man could give all of his time to tho 
work nnd bo well nnd even handsomely paid. If 
tho public expects a'man to give $5,000 worth 
of time In tho city council for $3,000 salary, they 
ate merely putting n premium on "grafting." 


Tho day of tho brazen "grafter" has gone hy. 


The new regime Is making for better things. Tho 
only way that "grafting" ran llourlsh nowadays 
IH by having a city administration In full accord 
with tho most Influential newspapers of a city, 
apply tho "graft" legally, pocket the Vrako-off." 
point to tho "statutes ;in such caso mndo nnd pro- 
vlded." and co far OH the public Is concerned, "lot 
the galled Jado wince."
